Mexico City, Nov. 24.—Resigned ap­ 
parently to those conditions 
which 
make it necessary to carry on a dila­ 
tory campaign against his enemies 
President Huerta and his official de­ 
pendents appeared serene, convinced 
that the United States will not take 
more drastic measures toward 
the 
Mexican government than those al­ 
ready taken. 
It is expected that congress will 
take up the ratification or nullification 
of the presidential elections and it 1? 
understood that these will b e annulled, 
that new elections will b e called and 
that President Huerta will remain at 
the head of affairs. 
According to his intimates no one 
replizes more fully than General Hu j 
erta the desperate straits of his gov i 
ernment, b ut he has reiterated his in i 
tention of pounding away at his ene i 
mies until he or they have won. 
At the national palace the idea ot f 
Intervention is scoffed at and the sug­ 
gestion of a b lockade is received with 
skepticism. 
The financial situation is the most 
serious that Huerta is facing. 
The 
fact that the national treasury is prac­ 
tically empty is not hidden, even from 
the most ignorant peon in the city, 
and the measures recently adopted to 
ob tain funds have b een such as are 
calculated to remove any doub t re­ 
maining. 


Special Taxes Imposed. 
The new stamp tax, which will go 
Into effect 
Dec. 1, 
practically will 
doub le the revenue from that source. 
Special taxes have b een imposed and 
the taxing of articles imported b y par­ 
cel post is b eing discussed. 
Employers of 
lab or have 
found 
themselves seriously em b arrassed b y 
the shortage of silver and their cash 
lers are hoarding every coin against 
pay day. 
Often it has b ecome necessary to 
group three or four men an-d pay them 
the total of their wages in b ills, leav­ 
ing them to divide as b est they can. 
The military situation throughout 
the country is little understood in the 
capital, 
it is almost impossib le to ob ­ 
tain accurate news of operations not 
fifty miles away and practically all 
the news pub lished in the local papers 
Is distrusted 
b y the pub lic, 
which 
realizes that It is given out b y the de­ 
partm ents of the government, and that 
the proofs of all the Mexican newspa 
pers are revised b y censors. 
How strong General H uerta’s army 
Is at present is not known, b ut the 
last official report placed the numb er 
At 80,000. 
The campaign of drafting 
Into service individuals of all sta­ 
tions and rank has added, according 
to unofficial statem ents at the palace, 
30,000. 
But it is certain that no such 
numb er as this is under arms, as the 
government has had difficulty for some 
time past in ob taining guns.

Washington, Nov. 
24.—The 
long 
special session of congress promises 
to merge into the regular winter ses­ 
sion next Monday with 
scarcely 
a 
ripple of interest in Washington. 
There has b een a rearranging of 
plans on the part of President Wilson 
and the congressional leaders since 
it b ecame apparent that consideration 
of tlie currency b ill would continue 
into the regular session. 
Promised 
activities 
along 
new 
lines, such as anti-trust and railroad 
legislation, prob ab ly will not mani­ 
fest themselves until early next year. 
Congress is already 
looking 
for­ 
ward to the flrst chance it will have 
had to get a reces3 from work. 
The 
currency deb ute in the senate and 
all of the legislative work that comes 
with a new regular session will b e 
laid aside Dec. 20 for a full two 
weeks' vacation, the first since the 
extra session b egan last April. 


Confident of Compromise. 
Details of the anti-trust program 
and the steps to b e taken to strength­ 
en the laws controlling railroads and 
railroad rates will not b e pressed un­ 
til after the success of the currency 
b ill has b ecome assured. 
Presioent 
W ilson’s chief advisers in the senate 
are confident that a compromise will 
b e reached in that b ody insuring sup­ 
port of a currency b ill that can 
accepted b y the house and b y the 
president. 
The long special 
session, 
which 
closes at noon next Monday, has ac­ 
complished the purpose of b ut one 
b ig piece of legislation, the tariff re­ 
vision b ill. 
The thorough 
consideration 
that 
has b een given to currency reform, 
however, and the scope of the “ed­ 
ucational campaign” waged in b ehalf 
of the administration b ill has made 
Democratic leaders hopeful that the 
currency b ill can b e passed In Janu­ 
ary. after b ut a few* w’eeks of open 
discussion.

Washington, Nov. 24.—Sir William 
Tyrell, private secretary to Sir Ed- 
ward Grey, the British foreign secre­

He declined to re­ 
veal the sub ject discussed, saying it 
was personal and private. 
Sir William has b een here for sev­ 
eral weeks and on account of the ill­ 
ness of Sir Cecil Spring-Rice has in­ 
terested himself considerab ly in the 
Mexican situation. 
It b ecame known 
that the conferenco was his second 
with the president and that on the 
flrst occasion he had a frank talk on 
Mexican affairs. 
This interchange of views Is b e­ 
lieved to have resulted In the friendly 
understandiug that since has existed 
b etween Great Britain and the United 
States concerning the policy toward 
Mexico. 
The British government has Indicat­ 
ed not onl> to the Washington admin­ 
istration b ut to the Huerta regime 
that it is warmly supporting the policy 
of President Wilson.

to the White House for final determi­ 
nation makes it possib le to clear up 
government b usiness with more than 
usual expedition.

state commerce commission has b e 
gun a hearing, which prob ab ly will 
extend over several months, on the 
proposed freight rate increases of ap­ 
proximately 5 per cent filed Oct. 15 
last b y railroads in the territory east 
of the Mississippi river and north of 
the Ohio and Potomac rivers. 
Although 
only 
the 
railroads 
in 
classification territory included with­ 
in the b oundaries specified are direct­ 
ly involved in the hearing actually 
every railroad in the country is con­ 
cerned. 
Miould the commission permit the 
roads applying to increase rates the 
same authority might b e extended to 
other carriers to increase rates on 
ell classes of freight on an average 
of 5 per ce n t 
The railroads asked two years ago 
for an increase of ab out 10 per cent. 
After an inquiry of several months 
the commission refused the request. 
When the 
tariffs providing for the 
present proposed increases were filed, 
to b ecome effective Nov. 
15, 
they 
were suspended b y the commission, 
pending investigation, 
until 
March 
12. 1914. 
In May, 1913, the railroads involved 
filed a petition for a rehearing of the 
former freight rate case 
and 
the 
commission, on June 21 last, issued 
an order directing that inquiry b e 
instituted as to whether the present 
rates of transportation 
yield 
ade­ 
quate revenues to common carriers 
b y 
railroads 
operating 
in 
official 
classification territory.

femployers of

found 
themselves seriously embarrassed by 
the shortage of silver and their cash 
iers are hoarding every coin against 
pay day. 
Often it has become necessary to 
group three or four men and pay them 
the total of their wages in bills, leav­ 
ing them to divide as best they can. 
The m ilitary 
situation 
ioughout 
the country is little understood in the 
capital. 
It is almost impossible to ob­ 
tain accurate news of operations not 
fifty miles away aud practically all 
the news published in the local papers 
is distrusted 
by the public, 
which 
realizes that it is given out by the de­ 
partments of the government, and that 
the proofs of all the Mexican newspa­ 
pers are revised by censors. 
How strong General Huerta's army 
is at present is not known, but the 
last official report placed the number 
at 80,000.

to unofficial statements at the palace, 
30,000. 
Rut it is certain that no such 
number as this is under arms, as the 
government has had difficulty for some 
time past in obtaining guns.

currency debate in the senate and 
all of the legislative work that comes 
with a new regular session w ill be 
laid aside 
Dec. 
20 
for a full two

Confident of Compromise. 


Details of the anti-trust program 
and the steps to be taken to strength­ 
en the laws controlling railroads and 
railroad rates w ill not be pressed un­ 
til after the success of the currency 
bill has become assured.

W ilso n ’s chief advisers in the senate 
are confident that a compromise will 
be reached in that body insuring sup­

closes at noon next Monday, has ac­ 
complished the purpose of but one 
big piece of legislation, the tariff re­ 
vision bill.

W ashington, Nov. 24.— Sir W illiam 
Tvrell, private secretary to S ir E d ­ 
ward Grey, the British foreign secre­

President W ils o n ., He declined to re­ 
veal the subject discussed, saying it 
was personal and private. 
S ir W illiam has been here for sev­ 
eral weeks and on account of the ill­ 
ness of S ir Cecil Spring-Rice has in­ 
terested himself considerably in the 
Mexican situation. 
It became known 
that the conference was his second 
with the president and that on the 
first occasion he had a frank talk on 
Mexican affairs. 
This interchange of views is be­ 
lieved to have resulted in the friendly 
understanding that since has existed 
between Great Britain and the United 
States concerning the policy toward 
Mexico. 
The British government has indicat­ 
ed not only to the Washington admin­ 
istration but to the Huerta regime 
that it is v arm ly supporting the policy 
of President Wilson.

DES MOINES SALOONS CLOSE

Norton, who, the W inona police say. 
has confessed that he set tire to th ir­ 
ty buildings because he craved the 
excitement incident to a conflagra­ 
tion, was arrested following a month's 
investigation by State F ire Marshal 
Charles E. K eller and agents work­ 
ing under his direction. 
Norton, lr his confession, implicates 
Ernest Cook, it is said, and C o c k , 
who is 
under arrest, 
has made a 
somewhat rambling statem ent to the 
W inona police, in which, according to 
his 
captors, 
he 
denies 
Norton’s 
charges. 
Cook, the state fire marshal 
says, is not m entally sound. 
Norton, according to the state and 
W inona officials, was arrested by an 
agent of the fire m arshal’s bureau while 
in the act of setting fire to a barn 
According to the police he declared 
it was in response to an almost in­ 
sane desire to hear the clang of the 
fire engines and see the ruddy glow 
of the flames that he kindled some 
thirty fires.

Ten 
pertinent questions are briefly a n ­ 
swered in the booklet published by the 
Charity Organization D epartm ent of 
the Russell Sage Foundation, New 
York. 
W hat is an Associated ( ’harities? 
It is a society which believes th a t 
poverty is a far different thing from 
the crushing destruction which des­ 
troys so m any families. 
In other 
words, it believes th a t in destitution 
there is nothing normal, and th a t 
when a family asks relief for the 
first tim e every effort should be made 
to put all its members beyond 
need if asking relief again. 


How does It work? 
It goes to work 
with principles 
much like those of a doctor, or of a 
business expert w ho is called in to 
find out why there are leaks in some 
big establishm ent, for destitution is 
due lo a complication of causes w'hich 
are, in many instances, removable. 
In taking this position, the society 
and the individuals who work through 
it are treatin g poor families much 
more hum anly than those, who used 
to think of them as hopelessly de­ 
pendent. 
It is true that a m inority 
of the poor may never be an y thing 
else, but many ran and will struggle 
up to independence and a normal 
sta n d a rd if we give them half a 
chance. 
W hat is the first step? 
A family is referred to an Associ­ 
ated Charities by a private individ­ 
ual, by a church, or by some other 
organization. 
A visit to the home is 
made immediately, and any em erg­ 
ency distress is relieved AT ONCE 
from the nearest grocery store and 
the nearest coal bin. 
Then follows 
an investigation.

The school law is very explicit in re­ 
quiring all children under 16 who 
have uot completed the 8th grade to 
attend school and it is the duty of 
the tru n an t officer to enforcetheabove 
w ithout fear or favor. 
In those cases 
in which Insufficient clothing for the 
children offered as excuses for non­ 
attendance- at school it may be said 
that since the generous donation of 
clothing for the poor recently collec­ 
ted through the efforts of the Bach­ 
elor Maids and the Boosters club such 
excuses will no longer be valid. 
Be­ 
fore the truant officer begins his ac­ 
tive duties the attention of all em ­ 
ployers of labor is again called to 
the fact th at no child of school age 
can be employed while school is In 
session and the penalty of the viola­ 
tion of the above is severe. 
The 
same penalty attaches to all parents 
or guardians who fail to comply with 
the law in this respect. 
A num ber of parents still hold 
the erroneous idea that it is optional 
with the school board or the school 
superintendent to issue perm its for 
non-attendance at school or to work 
in shop or factory. 
The school board 
and superintendent can legally issue 
permits only to children who have 
completed the 8th grade or who are 
over IG years of age and are under 
the same restrictions and penalty as 
parents or employers for any viola­ 
tions of the p rero g ativ e.
